TWO WOMEN ARRESTED. 


Pleaded Guilty to Beingr Inmates of 
a Disreputable House. 


Emma Abor and Lizzie Koser were 
locked up in the city jail last night. 
They were arrested in a house on West 
Main street near Allmendlnger^s saw 
mill by Orticer O’Brien about mid­ 
night. 


This morning the girls were inter- 
\4ewed by Chief Sterns with a view of 
obtaining information concerning sev­ 
eral “hold-ups” that have occurred In 
the vicinity of the house the girls oc­ 
cupied, which has an uneviablo reputa­ 
tion. The girls maintained a perfect 
ignorance of auy criminal transactions 
In the way of “hold-ups” with which 
the house was connected. 


Chief Sterns lodged 
a complaint 
against the girls charging them with 
being Inmates of a house of ill fame 
and they were arraigned before Jus­ 
tice Hammond where they pleaded 
gfullty and were fined $2 and costs. 
They were allowed 48 hours to raise 
the amount of their fines. 


John Birgett, a colored one-armed 
tough was arrested last night for being 
drunk. He pleaded guilty before Jus­ 
tice Hammond this morning and was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $5 and costs 
or 30 days In jail. He is a bad character 
and the authorities are desirous of put­ 
ting him out of the city. Sentence was 
therefore suspended for one hour to 
give him time to “move on”.

Urbana, O., June 5.—In a riot here at 
2:30 yesterday morning four lives were 
lost and ten citisens were wounded. At 
7:30 a. ni. Charles Mitchell (colored), the 
cause of all the trouble, was taken from 
the Jail 
by 
Infuriated 
citizens and 
lynched. The two previous nights and 
Thursday* portended the gravest danger, 
but no such results were anticipated as 
those wP.hIn the five hours from 2:30 to 
7:30 a. m. yesterday.^ Including Mitchell, 
there art five dead and ten wounded. 
In addition to this it is feared that Mr». 
Eliza Gaumer, who was criminally as­ 
saulted by the negro, will not recover, 
and several of the injured are In a se­ 
rious condition. Besides this list of cas- 
imlltles there Is such intense feeling 
^gainst some of the ofHclals that It will 
not be wiped out In the present genem- 
tlon and further complications are ap­ 
prehend In the future. While the past 
two nights and the past two days wit­ 
nessed scenes of lawlessness and blood­ 
shed, yet the feeling at no time has been 
as i|itense as It Is now. 


Kx|m»m«<1 the X«Kro*N Ilody. 


The body of Mitchell was exposed all 
day In a rough coflln. and It Intensified 
the feeling among the masses who wit­ 
nessed It. 
The bodies of the citizens 
who were killed were tenderly eared for. 
and their funerals on Sunday will tend 
to keep alive the bitter feeling. While 
the wounded are being tenderly cared for 
at their homes yet several of them are 
crlpplCQ for life and will be living re­ 
minders of the trouble. One week ago 
yesterday Mrs. Gaumer was criminally 
assaulted In daylight at her home In 
thlsclty.near the court house. The brute 
accomplished his flendl«^ purpose and 
Mrs. Gaumer was protrated. 
She felt 
that It was a disgrace, and requested 
her son to announce that she was as­ 
saulted for robbery. 
It was given out 
that Mitchell attempted to force her to 
jelgn a check for $500. But Mrs. Gaumer’s 
condition became more serious, the facts 
became known and also that the |iegro 
was atflicved with the worst disease. 


Talk of Lynehln« Soon Slegin*. 


The negro was first held for robbery, 
but on last Wednesday he was arraigned 
for criminal assault. Mrs. Gaumer was 
unable to appear in court and the hear­ 
ing was held at her home. As Mitchell 
entered the room she raised up and ex­ 
claimed: “The brute: hang him: how 
dare you face me again, you brute:” and 
Mitchell was hung yesterday In full view 
of Mrs. Gaumer's residence, which over­ 
looks the court house and Jail yards. 
Soon after the Identification on Wednes­ 
day at Mrs. Gaumer’s home there wa.i 
talk of daylight lynching. Crowds sur­ 
rounded the Jail that night and the nher- 
IfT and the local mllltla had troul>le all 
night In protecting the wretch. Thurs­ 
day a grand Jury was impaneled and It 
soon returned an Indictment for criminal 
assault. Mitchell, disguised In a soldier’s 
uniform, was brought from jail Into 
court at night. He waived the reading 
of the Indictment, pleaded guilty and 
was promptly sentenced to twenty years 
In the penitentiary, tlf^ limit for crim­ 
inal assault 


The Mob InereaMw la Varjr. 


The trial was ovsr before 9 o’clock at 
night. 
An attempt was made to taka 
Mitchell to Colun»bus on the train at !• 
p. m. But the crowds were about the 
court house and Jail, and when the car­ 
riage drove up the crowd made a rush 
for the Jatl. The military. drove them 
back, but the crowd soon increased in 
fury as well as in numbers, so that 
Sheriff McLean and troops had ail they 
could do to hold the fort at the Jail, and 
tha trip to Columbus was given up be­ 
fore the departure of the last train. 
Large crowds had also surrounded the 
stations so as to make sure of Mitchell 
not being 
taken 
away 
alive. 
With 
threatening scenes on the streets and 
bcut the public square all night It was 
1:20 a. m. when the first atack of the 
mob was made on the Jail and the mili­ 
tary began firing. 
The mob was re- 
pul.^ed with deadly reauUai leaving four 
killed and ten wounded. 


MOIl KALMIClii TO ITM WOltK AOAIN. 
Muyur of the Town Make« the ftiynuitliig 
an KaHjr Job, 


After the dead and wounded were 
cared for, the crowd rallied. 
It wa* 
daylight soon after 4 a. m. and tlie 
Etreets were crowded with workingmen 
and others long before 7 a. m. Every­ 
body In the city was out when the lynch­ 
ing occurred, and in the bright daylight 
no masks were worn. The local mlUtia 
had teen on duty two nights. Gover­ 
nor Bushneii had been asked for more 
trocps during the night, and before 7 
a. m. a company from Springfield ar­ 
rived. Just then the local company was 
withdrawn from the jail. Mayor Gan- 
son met the Sprlngfleld company en 
routg from the depot and sent these 
troops back, saying they were not 
wanted. The mob. seeing the way open, 
then secured a large sledge hammer 
and broke for the jail. 


The hammer was not needed, as Sher­ 
iff McLain delivered the keys and the 
crowd soon found Mitoheirscell. Throw­ 
ing a rope over Mitchell’s head he was 
dragged out. receiving some kicks and 
blows. When the outer door was reached 
the noose 
slipped oft and 
Sylvester 
Zlnmierman retied it so securely as to 
receive the cheers of the crowd. 
The 
rope was thrown over one of the limbs 
of a tree In the court house yard, Mitch­ 
ell was jerked up until his head struck 
the limb: then his body was droppi4 to 
the ground. 
The crowd repeated thi 
jerking several times, until they wer^ 
sitro he was dead. 
While the body of 
Mitchell waa lylnir on the ground hun­ 
dreds crowded about to see It. The col­ 
ored people were creatly egclted. They 
had previously met and adopted reto- 
lucions for the punlihment of Mitchell, 
but miiny of them talked «bout lilm not

countermarched to the jUtlon. An hour 
dr mòre after the lynching MitdieH’ff 
l>ody was plòked up and placed in m 
rough cofnn. but still left under thé 
trep, where 
hundreds of people con­ 
tinued to view it. 


Govt^rnor Bu.shnell arrived here last 
night to investigate the trouble and 
especially the action of the 
tronos. 
WhIU' the Urbana company Is over­ 
whelmed with local sentiment against 
their action they are also liable for 
atandonlng thelr post of duty. Captain 
Leonard withdrew the guards about 7 
a. m. and the S|>rlngfleld company took 
urdeis from the* mayor instead o f . the 
sherlfi: when they turned back from the 
court house. Governor Bushneii was .it- 
tcnding an encampment 
at Wooster 
Thursday night and was met by a dele­ 
gation from here on his return to Co­ 
lumbus yesterday afternoon. These citi­ 
zens from Urbana asked for proltctlon 
by trocps of Sherlft McLain, against 
whone life threats have been freely made 
during the afternoon, and If he was 
here now it Is believed that there, would 
be trouble again.

needed at once. It Is believed that there 
will be a thorough investigation into 
the action of the mayor as well as into 
the action of the sheriff and tlu- mili­ 
tary offtcers.

and adopted—30 
to

A number of other 
bills were passed and a row took place 
on the claim that the original antl- 
butterlne bill had been stolen, but the 
president signed the bill. 
The rest of 
the time was devoted to recesses while 
waiting for the house. 


The house began with a row over 
the correction of the Journal, and then 
the anti-department store bill was taken 
up and after a long debate killed—77 to 
63. The Allen street railway bill came 
over from the senate, and rals»ed an ­ 
other long and hot debate, which ended 
by the passage of the bill with the sen­ 
ate amendments. 
Bills were passed: 
Prohibiting tho employment of child la­ 
bor; revising the building and loan law; 
the grocers* garnishment bill; licensing 
pluml)ei*s;' permitting the combination 
of manufacturing 
and 
mining com­ 
panies. in order to Increase wages. Both 
revenue bills Indorsed by the Chicago 
read estate board were defeated, as was 
the senatorial apportionment bill. The 
house was In session until long after 
midnight. The clock being turned back 
several times.

CASAN, T H E TARTAR DWARF. 


A Fier«« L ittle .Monaollan Who Llve4 
Centurivs Ago. 


lu the soric« of ¡mpiirs on " Historic 
Dwarfs,” in St. Nicholas, Mary Shears 
Roberts de.«;cribes the famous Casau. 
Mrs. Koberts miys: 


Casau was the natue of a little Mon­ 
gol Tartar who Nourished iu the early 
part of the thirteenth century. 


He was born iu the eastern part of 
Asia, not fur from the ancient city of 
Karakomm. His parenti belonged to 
cue of the barbarian hordes that owed 
allegiance to Genghis Khan, and Casan 
became a fierce thongh small warrior 
■ nd fonght bravely under the banner of 
the great and mighty Mongol eonqiioror, 


The ezaot height of this Ultle dwarf 
if unknown. He wa§ certainly not over 
three feet tall, bat be was active and 
mnscnlar and, like all hlf race, conld 
endure hunger, thlmt, fatigue and oold. 


The Tartan were uiieioelled in the 
management of their beautiful horsef. 
The fleeteft animals were trained to 
stop short in full career, and to face 
without flinching wild beast or formi­ 
dable foe. Casau was a born soldier, and 
at an early age became ezpert in all the 
exercises that belonged to a Tartar edu­ 
cation. He could manage a fiery courser 
with great skill and could shoot an ar­ 
row or throw a lance with unerring 
aim, in full career, advancing or re­ 
treating. 


Like mtfny of those small in stature, 
he was anything but pony in spirit, 
and while yet a lad he gathered about 
him a troop of wild young Tartar boys 
as reckless and daring as himself, of 
whom by eommou conaeiit be became 
leader. 
He commanded lili lawlesi 
young comradef wllfa a ftfaqm mixture 
of dignity and enetipr, and tnw obeyed 
hif orderf with mm and wilUngneia 
Sometimee they woiild go on long hunt­ 
ing ezp^itionf, feldom failiiur to lay 
waste any lonely habitation uej 
pened on.

He really looks very much like a 
bear, though you must put him under a 
powerful micrcMcope to fee the reeem- 
blance. The extraordinary thing, how­ 
ever, about this tiny creature is that he 
is found iu the guttersjof houses, where 
he is at one time dry as dust and scorch­ 
ed by tiie blazing sun, at another active 
aud full of life under a refreshing 
shower of rain. 


Tho water bear is one of the Rotifer 
animalcules, aud is of all of them the 
most capable of standing any extremes 
of temperature without giving up the 
ghost. He way be left dried up lor 
mouths, even years, aud yet on being 
put into water will expand aud begin 
moving about and feeding vigorously. 
Although he oaniipt s%iid boiling wa­ 
ter, he will live In d ^ heat at a far 
higher temperature, ëven up to S60 
degrees F. One has actually been kept 
in vacuum for 80 days with sulphnrio 
acid and chloride of calolum without 
losing hit capability of revivification. 


As for the reason why, it seems the 
little beasts* bodies are chiefly com­ 
posed of albumen, which, it is well 
known, will stand a very high temper- 
atare without loflng Iti folabUUjy. 
Then, too, they are piovided with two 
skins, one over the other, and these 
skins are wonderfully tough and elastia 


The water bear has the fcientifio 
name of tardigrada, becaofe be takee 
life flo ea^f. He li always fal and 
plamp and fpendf bli waking perioda 
in oooftautly grubbing with hla four 
jMirs of legs among whatever mbbish 
comet in his way. Having eyes, brain 
and a nervous system, he la mnoh ahead 
of his tribe, and Is altogether one of lha 
most interesting and amuiing little ani­ 
mals known to scienoa.—'London Til*
